The Bond Counterfeiters. 
. CuicaGo, June 7. 
A Times’ Washington special says: 
On the 20th of this month the time 


so | 2ccorded to Doyle, the counterfeiter, 


in Chicago under suspension of sen- 
tence, will expire. Secretary Folger 
to-day consented to give a Times cor- 
respondent an outline of the case, so 
far as he understood it and the result 


of his personal investigations so far as 
he has. gone into the examination, Mr. 
Folger says, ‘in the first place, Sam 
Felker, of Chicago, came tu him with 
what purported to be a plate from 
which the spurious issue of bonds 
found upon Doyle was printed. Fel- 
ker submitted this plate to Folger 
without making ary chargé against 
any of the officials connected .with the 
Treasury. Hesaid tothe Secretary: 
‘**Here is a plate which I claim is made 
up in large part from dies in posses- 
sion of the Government. I want you 
to examine the plate carefully, and if 
you are satisfied it is what I represent 
it to be, I shall ask for the release of 
Doyle. Folger at first thought very 
seriously of placing Felker under ar- 
rest for having in his possession so im- 
portant a counterfeit plate. Then it 
occurred to him that this woald 
destroy all possibilities of getting at 
the men who, so to speak, stood back 
of that plate. So he made a propo- 
sition to Felker. The proposition, 
howeyer, was not made until the Sec- 
retary had fully investigated the plate 
submitted. He sent for the best 
experts in New York, but their evi- 
dence has been of an unsatisfactory 
character. Some of the experts 
thought the work was transfer work 
from Government dies, while others 
were equally positive it was not. The 
Secretary, however, was free to say 
that the weight of the experts’ testi- 
mony was in favor of the theory that 
the work was taken from genuine 
plates. This being the case, he said 
to Felker that he would set a price 
upon Doyle's release. The proposi- 
tion, in brief, was, if Felker would 
furnish evidence that would connect 
anyone inside of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing with counter- 
teiters, and furnish evidence that would 
convict, Doyle would be allowed to 
go free. The proposition was reduced 
to writing. One of Doyle’s bonds- 
men, president of a bank in Illinois, 
came on to Washington for the pur- 
pose of having an interview with the 
Secretary. Folger showed him the 
agreement, and gave him to under- 
stand that if Doyle or any of his 
friends could produce the testimony 
indicated that would be the end of 
the case, so far as evidence - was con- 
cerned, This proposition was sub- 
mitted a few days after suspension of 
sentence in Doyle’s case, and up to 
the present time, Folger says, not one 
line of evidence has been submitted 
to him of any kind impeaching. the 
good faith or honesty of a single 
employe of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. Several attempts, how- 
ever, have been made to produce 
evidence of this character. Two weeks 
ago last Saturday Brockway, alias 
Spencer, was brought to him for the 
purpose of having at _ interview. 
Brockway made a complete con- 
fession and gave the Secretary full 
and absolute information of the com- 
bination in the Bureau, and how 
transfers from Government plates were 
made, and the names of the guilty 
parties. Undoubtedly Brockway gave 
Doyles friends to understand that he 
could furnish importart testimony 
upon the subject, as he was brought 
here with that view. Folger says 
Brockway came into his presence 
Saturday afternoon and the interview 
took place in his large office on the 
third floor of the Treasury.

His name is Van Du- 
zen. He is the man who, after Bennett 
and Callahan lost their lives in the 
Alta drift, in their efforts to rescue 
their imprisoned comrades, walked 
calmly into the drift with a helmet 
en his head and an_  ice-packed 
knapsack on his back, when the 
chances were a thousand to one 
that he was going to his death, and 
when he reached the half-famished 
prisoners allowed them to eat the ice 
from his knapsack, when it was his 
only hope of safety in wading back 
through the foul air of the drift.
